EXPERIENCE FORBIDS 

Mr. W. Irvine, M.P. for Wetaskiwin, 
proposed at the annual meeting: of . the 
United Farmers of Ontario that a great 
trading agency be set up, through which 
farmers would sell all their products and 
buy all their requirements. His idea of 
course is that the buyer of farm produce 
and the merchant are parasites, living on 
the proceeds of the farmer's toil without 
themselyes contributing anything neces- 
sary or worth while to production or dis- 
tribution, and that they should: be wiped 
out of existence as one step in bringing 
about a Canadian duplicate of the Russian 
paradise. 

The suggestion will hardly stir up 
enough interest to make it an issue of 


national concern. For one thing, Mr. 
Irvine hails from Alberta, whose tax- 


payers are wondering just now how much 
money they are going to have to put up 
to pay the losses of the Wheat Pool, For 
another, his remarks were addressed to 
an organization that tried to run a co- 
operative mercantile institution and took 
dividends in disappointment. 

With recollections fresh in mind of 
the outcome of these ventures in the field 
of collective selling and the field of 
collective buying, William and his com- 
munistically inclined friends will have 
trouble persuading the farmers of Canada 
that they could get rich by setting up an 
agency to try its fortunes in both fields. 


A PRE-CHRISTMAS MESSAGE 


Hon. H. H. Stevens continues to use 
advertising space in the newspapers to 
stress the fact that Canadian industry is 
dependent upon the Canadian consumer. 
Obvious as that fact may be, it is one 
that will stand frequent repetition and 
the kind of detailed emphasis that is being 


given it by the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce. 
It is the undoubted right of any 


Canadian to buy an imported article in 
preference to a home-made article if he 
sees fit to do so. But it is equally the 
right of every other Canadian to do the 
same. And suppose we all did it? What 
would happen in that event is clear 
enough 

Factories of all kinds would have to 
close, the money that has been invested 
in them would be lost, their employees 
would be turned into the streets. How 
the farming community would fare in the 
general debacle may be gathered from 
one consideration; the home market for 
farm products would almost cease to 
exist. 

There is no danger whatever of the 
country being swept by a preference for 
foreign rather than Canadian-made pro- 
ducts, But the suggestion of what would 
happen in that event illustrates what does 
happen in less degree in proportion as 
Canadian consumers give their patronage 
to manufacturers in other countries to 
the neglect of Canadian industries, 

The Christmas season is one of the 
great buying periods in the year, a time 
when there are demands for an infinitely 
wide range of articles and when the total 
of buying and selling mounts to an 
enormous fieure, This is one of the times 
when the Canadian consumer should in 
fairness give some thought as to whether 
his money will go to support Canadian 
industries and Canadlan workers or go 
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to build up the industrial interests and 
maintain the industrial workers of some 
other country. 


WHY THE DUMPING? 


lor months Russia has been dumping 
wheat, anthracite coal, timber and some 


other products into foreign markets at | 


prices lower than the cost of production 
in the countries affected, and prices which 
are suspected to be below the cost of 
production even under the type of slavery 
that has been established in Russia, 

Naturally enough, having in mind the 
avowed object of the Red leaders to 
promote a world revolution, this flooding 
of outside markets with cut-rate products 
has been suspected to have a political 
motive. Russia, it is widely assumed, has 
transferred the war against capitalism to 
the “economic front,” and aims to create 
conditions in other countries whieh will 
drive the “proletariat” into revolt. 

This may be the case, but the circum- 
stances suggest that Moscow has trouble 
enough at home to account for this 
suspicious export of products of which the 
Russian people are known to be in need, 
The Soviet is buying materials, machinery 
and technical engineering services abroad, 
chiefly in the United States, at a cost of 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

These things have to be paid for. They 
must be paid for in real money. The only 
way the money can be found is to export 
products and sell them for what they will 
bring. If there is a gap between the sell- 
ing price and the producing cost, Stalin 
should worry about that. If Russians go 
hungry, the Red army is ready to quell 
their protests. 

The economic necessities of the “five 
year plan” would seem to be sufficient to 
account for the “dumping’’ of Russian 
products abroad, though no doubt Moscow 
will welcome whatever dislocation of 
foreign industry and employment is 
brought about by the process. The pros- 
pect rather is that the Reds are fighting 
to maintain themselves than that they 
are levying aggressive war against other 
countries in the economic field.

The flight at Kitty Hawk was the result of their 
joint efforts. After this, their further experiments

Following tests at Fort Myer, Va. the United 
States government accepted the Wright machine 
Many honors were destowed on the two brothers dur- 
ing the numerous demonstrations they made in 
Burepe during 1908 and 1909.

Health and Diet Advice

ACUTE AND CHRONIC DISEASE 
In order to better understand the cause and cure 
of disease it is well for everyone to understand the 


difference between what are caHed acute and chronic 
disorders, 

An acute disorder is one having a short and rela- 
tively severe course, while a chronic disease may be 
said to be one which is long continued with often no 
sharp symptoms. When one's body is in a perfect 
condition of health it is not possible to have either 
an acute or chronic disease. However, most people 
are constantly suffering from some chronic disorder, 
even though it has not been diagnosed or they do not 
understand its nature, For instance, constipation is a 
chronic disorder, and it is doubtful if there arc more 
than perhaps 5% of men, women, and children who 
do not suffer from this ailment. Most of the people 
so constipated will have other long continued disor- 
ders, such as those of the lungs, kidneys, liver, stom- 
ach, and other organs and tissues of the body 

When acute disease shows through in manifesta- 
tions of pain, distress or other symptoms, it is a sure 
indication that some chronic disorder already exists 
and the acute disease is simply a violent manifesta- 
tion of the chronic trouble, One may have chronic 
disorders with little if any symptoms, but it is my 
belief that it is impossible to have an acute disorder 
develop unless the patient's body is in such a condi- 
tion that «a careful examination would at any time 
reveal some chronic abnormality or impaired func- 
toning. Disease caused by infections surely could not 
get a foothold if the body had up to that time been 
in absolutely perfect health. 

Whenever one is apparently “attacked” by an 
acute trouble, he should bear in mind the fact that 
such a disorder is really an acute crisis due to some 
Jong continued chronic disorder. When one has a 
cold and headaches or pain in any part of the body 
not caused by a definite injury it must be assumed 
that whatever the immediately irritating cause the 
unpleasant symptoms are only an indication of the 
almost voleanic eruption of a chronic state of sick- 
ness. 

‘Too many attempts are often made by doctors and 
patients to suppress the symptoms in treating acute 
disorders, for the opposite plan should alway 6 be 
used and that is, to a5 much as possible, let the acute 
disease alone so that it can cure itself, The changes 
which take place in the membranes of one with a 
sore throat are changes necessary for the body to 
make in bringing about a reduction of the toxins or 
inflammation in the body of the patient. It is true 
that bacterial infection may induce the cold, but it is 
certainly true that this form can only occur in the 
throat or membranes of one who really has some 
kind of chronic catarrhal condition. One in perfect 
physical health might abuse himself a great deal at 
any one time without being able to induce a head- 
ache, Those who easily contract headaches are al- 
ready toxic and always on the verge of having their 
chronic toxic condition Lurst forth into an acute form, 
such as various forms of headaches. Headaches and 
pains are really Nature's warnings to one who has 
been violating natural laws of proper living. Let every 
acute disorder be a lesson to you so that you will 
study how to eliminate your bad habits and change 
them to good ones and thus be free from a chronic 
condition of sensitiveness which can be so easily pre- 
cipitated into an acute attack,

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THE WOMAN PSYCHIATRIST 

It is time to direct attention to 
the pecullar fitness of this medical 
career for women, The woman phy- 
siclan has become familiar, though 
she has no easy job to establish 
herself except for practice in dis- 
orders of women and children; she 
is competing somewhat unequally 
with male rivals 

But when it comes to mental dis- 
orders and the great multitude of 
“nerveus difficulties, depressions, 
maladjustments, phobias compul- 
sions and queernesses generally, the 
woman psychiatrist has a better 
chance for an equally successful ca- 
reer. The first reason for this is 
again that so many neurotic patients 
are women and their being women 
and being under nervous stress go 
together. Men have one way of 
breaking down and going under and 
women another, despite some simi- 
larity of symptems and conditions. 

The male psychiatrist or mind- 
doctor has the double problem of 
understafding the woman and the

It is, I know, aw effort for most 
of us to take even yesterday, today, 
and tomorrow into full and accurate 
account and to throw them into 
their proper relation when we are 
laying our plans, but we 6linply 
cannot build a great and durable

CAMROSE, Dec. 15--The 
meeting of the Camrose U. F, A, Pro- 
vyinelal Constituency association Was 
held in Camrose recently when & wide 
range of pertinent matters were dis- 
cussed and several resolutions form~- 
ulated which will be sent for con- 
sideration at the U, FP. A provinetal 
convention which is called for next) 
month, Hon, Vernor W. Smith, member 
for the Camrose constituency in the | 
provincial legislature, was present and 
briefly addressed the delegates present, 

Among the subejcts to receive con- 
siderable attention and discussion were | 
the question of tariffs, immigration, 
automobile licenses, gasoline tax,

we are assured of @ profitable market; | 
and whereas Canada ts yet purchasing | 
large supplies of farm products from 
other countries with which we cannot 
at all compete in price; ‘Therefore be 
it resolved that we protest strongly 
against this unfair competition and 
ask the Dominion Government to put 
heavier tariffs against all farm pro- 
duce coming into this country so Uhat 
we may at least have the Canadian 
market assured for the Canadian 
farmer’

The other day the newspapers told the pathetic story of a young girl 
who, torn between love and parental duty, took poison because her ambi- 
tious parents refused to let her get married, and insisted upon her finishing | 
her medical course and becoming # doctor ~~ 

This brings up anew the old question 
that probably began when Oa'n and Abe} 
(irst cast amorous eyes at some cutie, about 
how far parents should literfere in the mer- 
riages of thelr children, It is a problem 
that has been debated, and is still being 
fought over in millions and millions of 
homes 


Barrels of tears have been shed 
over it, Hearts have broken over it. 
Children and parents have been parted 
by it, Life-long bitternesses have been 
engendered by it. Yet no one has ever 
heen able to solve it, Probably because 
both sides are so right and so wrong 

The parents contend, and with reason 
(a) that their age and experience and 
knowledge of men and women should en- 
able them to make wiser selections of life- 
mates for their children than the children, 
in their youth and ignorance, are able to make for themselves; (b) that they | 
would not be carried away by their emotions as thetr children are, and that | 
they would select a girl as a wife for her sterling worth and not because of 
the way her hair curls around her ears, and that they would pick out a boy 
for @ husband because he was a go-getter and a mode! of all the virtues and 
not because he had a keen line and was @ peachy dancer 


Furthermore, the parents depone (c) that inasmuch as they have 
the bag to hold, if the marriage turns out badly, that they have a right 
io some say-so about what goes in it, For it is father and mother who 
have to foot the bill when their daughters quarrel with their husbands 
and come heme with a divorce decree in one hand and a pack of chil 
dren to be educated and supported in the other, 


On the other hand, the youngsters contend, and no one can dispute them 
(a) that neither age nor experience qualifies any human being to be @ matri- 
monial expert; (b) that mother and father are not always good pickers, and 
that as many sure things go blooey in matrimony as do on Wall Street; (c) | 


that what makes a good husband or a good wife is purely a matter of personal 
taste; (4) that as they have to live with the ones to whom they are united 
in the holy bends of matrimony it is more important that they should be 
pleased than that their parents should. | 


So you see there is plenty of ground for argument pro and con, but 
for my part I side with the children, and I think parents should be very 
sure of the reason for their objections before they interfere in their chil- 
dren's heart affairs. Their selfishness, their avarice, their whims, their 
prejudices, their religious intolerance is not sufficient cause for their 
either breaking off or promoting a marriage, 


Yet we see this done every day. All of us know half a dozen lonely old 
maids and bachelors who were kept from marrying in their youth by their 
parents just because the parents did not wish to give them up, There are 
plenty of fathers who drive away potential suitors from their daughters by 
their gruffness. There are plenty of mothers who keep their daughters from 
marrying by developing nerves or bad hearts, or by bursting into tears every 
time any prospective lover dawns on the scene, 


All of us know parents whe have broken up love affairs between 
their children and spléndid young men and girls because they didn't be- 
long to the same church, or political party, or because one's mother was 
a Colonial Dame and the other's wasn't, 


T have in mind one mother who kept her daughter from marrying a {ine 
young man because she didn't lké the shape of his nose. I think of a young 
man whose mother wept and threatened to kill herself until he gave up a 
girl he adored, because the mother thought the girl frivolous when she was 
merely gay and young and light-hearted. And I remember one embittered 
woman whose family forced her to break her engagement to a brilliant young 
chap because he belonged to a less aristocratic family than she did, yet she 
lived to see this man governor of his state and senator, and to have his wife 
roll by her in a limousine, while she walked to work. 


Nor do parents invariably know best when they pick out their chil- 
dren's husbands and wives. How often have we seen a girl forced to 
give up her poor, young lover and marry the fat, middle-aged geod chance 
that her parents chose for ber, and then beheld the gvod chance bank- 
rupt and the poor lover successful. How often have we seen the sensible 
girl, with a nice fertune of her own, that mother selected for her son, | 
turn into a millstone about his neck and 4 nagger that made his life a | 
torment to him. , | 


The truth is that marriage is the most individual and personal thing on 
earth and the one thing in which none of us can judge for another, Happi- 
ness in marriage is merely a matter of taste, getting the one that sults you 
individually, and very often that one isn't the one who would suit: mothe: 
or father. 


So, this being the case, fathers und mothers are wise to keep their 


hands off their children’s marriages, and let them do their own picking.
